The amount of water that a dairy’ cow will 
drink depends largely upon the size of the cow, 
the amount of milk produced, the type of feed 
consumed, and the atmospheric temperature. 
Milking cows need 4.0 to 6 5 pounds of water 
for each pound of milk produced. 
Whether dairy cows are on pasture or in the 
barn, or are dry or milking, free access to clean 
water at all times produces the best results. 
Free access to water, in general, increases milk 
production ovtr that secured when cows ara 
watered either twice or once daily. 
During the sri mer, or severe weather, milk­ 
ing cows should be watered indoors or under 
shelter where there is a comfortable atmos­ 
phere. If it is necessary for cows to drink from 
on outdoor tank, it is advisable to warm th* 
water during very cold weather so that they. 
•rill drink sufficient for their needs, 


FEEDING EARLY-LAM BING EW ES

Y ISTEX and learn. 
There is a lot of 
worthless stuff dispensed over the air 
nowadays, but also a lot of ideas worth 
thinking about.

of ideas like these. 
There ought to she more inventiveness 
shown in the establishment and operation 
of cities, instead of just letting them de­ 
velop in any old way. 
And a lot of them 
ought to be “dispersed” in order to de­ 
velop 
more 
intelligent 
and 
systems. 
An airport, for example, one reformer 
argued, instead of being stuck away some­ 
where outside of tow n, should be located 
right in the heart of a town, with every­ 
thing made convenient for getting up and 
down and in and around. Farm and city 
should be united to a degree hardly ever 
yet seen or contemplated and real money 
should be spent on these ports. 
There should be a system of helicopters 
used for convenience in getting in and out, 
without interfering with local or centra! 
traffic, 
fruits should be delivered in air­ 
planes. And most surprising of all, 
the 
farmer should make himself over into a 
“city man", 
dressing 
and 
behaving 
so 
much like familiar and comfortable office 
men that he couldn’t 
be 
distinguished 
from any other well-groomed type, in the 
street or offices. 
We might come to it, 
before many years. 
In fact, it has already 
begun. 


This new opposition to fact-finding has 
not been vociferous in announcing or ex­ 
plaining its positions, at least in congress.

Deafness in Adults 
From Early Neglect

IT HAS been found that most 
of the canes of long-con ti nu cd 
d e a fn e ss in adults h a rt come from 
unrecognized and untreated con­ 
ditions starting in childhood, al­ 
though some eases are hereditary.

ment known aa an audiometer in 
schools, clinics, hospitals and 
doctors’ offices. This instrument 
makes it possible to detect deaf­ 
ness. One form of deafness is 
knowm as conductive deafnes%, and 
it is believed that loss of ability to 
hear high tones is often the earli­ 
est sign of this type of hearing 
disturbance. In addition, the dif­ 
ficulty occurs because of partial 
blocking of the opening of the 
eustachian tubes by an over­ 
growth of lymphoid tissue In the 
throat. The eustachian tubes lead 
from the throat to the middle part 
of the ear. 


Free Opening 
The restoring of a free opening 
through the eustachian tubes often 
results in a rapid return to nor­ 
mal hearing. Un treating conduc­ 
tive deafness, removal of the ton­ 
sils and adenoids has been tried, 
often with excellent results. How­ 
ever, in many instances in which 
the adenoids are removed, they 
tend to grow in again. 
Doctors Neuhauser and Fergu­ 
son believe that treatment with 
the X-ray to get rid of the over­ 
growth of lymphoid tissue will 
often give much better results 
than surgical removal of th* ton­ 
sils and adenoids.
